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The official launching of 
the International Field Year for 
the Great Lakes - a mammoth 
season-long attack to unravel 
many of the mysteries of Lake 
Ontario by scientists of both 
Canada and the United States, 
took place Thursday. 

A battery of technologic- 
al equipment supplied by both 
countries will be deployed in 
the operation - the biggest 
single study of a lake ever un- 
dertaken, including the Can- 
adian research vessel Limnos, 
pictured here. 

The Limnos, operated by 
the Canada Centre for, Inland 
Waters, is Canada's flagship 
of the reseorch fleet, and her 
skipper is a Picton native,

Captain Ron Young. 

When not on his vessel 
during the navigation season , 
Captain Young teaches radar 
at the Marine School at George 
Brown College. 

While great emphasis is 
being placed on the internat- 
ional approach to the current 
research effort, Canada, for 
some years now, has maintained 
an active interest and built 
up a fleet of properly equipped 
research vessels, plus a highly 
trained stoff. 

The Limnos, for example 
is 147 feet long with a dis~ 
placement of 610 tons, and is 
equipped with several labor- 
atories. One of her major ass- 
ignments is to investigate wa- 


ter pollution in the Great 
Lakes. Her complement is 27, 
including 11 scientists and tech- 
nicians, six officers anda 

crew of 10. 

Laboratories on the Lim- 
nos, which stems from limnol - 
ogy , or study of fresh water, 
con be used for physical, chem- 
ical, bacteriological and o- 
ther biological studies. 

Also directly involved in 
the study is Jack Christie, 
director of the Glenora Fish- 
eries Research Station and his 
staff. Mr. Christie is one of 
seven Canadians on the Joint 
International Steering Comm- 
ittee for the project and is also 
co-chairman of the biology and 
chemistry aspects of the study. 


Deseronto Counci/

According to a statement 
from the Chairman of the Ont- 
ario Municipal Board, J.A. 
Kennedy, giving the judgement 
on the hearing held in Deser- 
onto on March 15th, the thorny 
issue of the cost of pure water 
for Deseronto is far from settled 
yet. 

Mr. Kennedy wrote "I re- 
commend that approval of this 
application (of OWRC to act on 
behalf of the town) be refused 
without prejudice to a new app- 
lication if the applicant believes 
it might be more fruitful". 

The question was raised, 
he said, of why the Town did 
not turn over the old system to 
OWRC for repairs and let them 
provide the town with the pro- 
posed improvements os a new 
system which might then be el- 
igible as such for the full sub- 
sidy (50%) under the special 
assistance program. This might 
result, if it should be eligible, 
in a total water rate of $100 
or less instead of a total of $151. 

OWRC has in the past 
shied away from taking over old, 
existing water systems, but in 
this case, it sounds like a prac- 
tical solution. If OWRC is not 
willing to take this step, res~ 
idents of Deseronto are likely 
to go on boiling water for a 
number of years, and taxpayers 
will be faced with extensive 
bills from OWRC's engineering 
department.

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Kerrs to ship syrup to Germany 


There's nothing quite 
like the smell of steam from 
maple syrup on a sunny day in 
April. It makes you feel 
good to be a Canadian. 

Visiting the syrup "shack" 
of John Kerr, a Sophiasburg 
farmer, on Monday afternoon, 
| was impressed with the size 
of John's operation and the 
obvious delight he takes in 
producing syrup of the finest 
quality. 

Although John smilingly 
spoke of syrup production as 
his hobby, he later admitted 
that it was the most profitable 
enterprise on his farm. John's 
enthusiasm and unflagging 
effort are shared by his wife 
Shirley, who not only makes 
a fair quantity of maple cream 
and maple sugar, but "walks 
the lines" for two hours each 
day. 

"Walking the lines" re- 
fers to the necessary task of 
checking four miles or so of 
plastic tubing which carries 
the sap from the trees into 
storage tanks. Overnight these 
lines may have become pin- 
ched by a fallen limb, or chewed 
by some pesky squirrel. 

John was the first syrup 
producer in Prince Edward 
County to change from buckets 
to tubing, which makes the 
task of collection much easier. 
This changeover took place 

_about nine years ago, and

was the reason the Kerrs were 
able to continue Producing. 
Now most of the syrup prod- 
ucers use plastic tubing. 

The Kerr family started 
Producing syrup in 1944, when 
John's father bought the farm. 
That year they tapped sixty- 
five trees. This year they 
tapped one thousand - a result 
of constant woodlot improvement 
over the years. 


They have not planted 
any trees, just trimmed out the 
unwanted stuff from the wood- 
lot, and watched the young 
ones grow. (A tree will not 
Produce syrup until it is about 
thirty-five years old). 

On good days, when there 
is a heavy run, John says he 
collects as much or more than 
one thousand gallons of sap. 
But this year the run started 


later than usual and he has 

not had a really good run yet. 
Because of last summer being 

a dry one, he expects the total 
gallonage to be down this year. 
He says he would buy sap 

from other farmers who don't 
want to bother with the prod- 
uction of syrup. 

Because of the fact that it 
takes thirty to forty gallons of 
sap to make one gallon of syrup, 
obviously quantity is important. 

Watching the sap bubbling 
in the huge pans, | learned that 
it actually becomes syrup at

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7° above the boiling point of 
water, which may vary between 
210° and 212°F. depending on 
atmospheric conditions. At 
this point the syrup contains 
approximately 663% sugar con- 
tent. 

From here, Shirley takes 
over, choosing the finest qual- 
ity syrup for maple cream and 
butter, which requires perfect 
atmospheric conditions and 
tender loving care, if the tex- 
ture is to be right. And Shirley 
is a perfectionist. She has 
even taken to sugar glazing 
the maple sugar (a time-consum- 
ing process) which keeps it 
from drying out. 

This year 27 gallons of 
Kerrs’ syrup will be shipped to 
Germany, for a sugaring-off 
party to be held by one of the 


Canadian battalions there. This 
order was placed through the 
Ontario Maple Association, 
of which John is a member of 
the executive. He is alsoo 
past-president of the Quinte 
Maple Association. 
During the rest of the 
year, the Kerrs don't sit idly 
by. On their 800 acre farm, 
they keep a large beef herd 
(up to 400 head) and pigs as well. 
And last summer, they kept 
vacationers, arranged through 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The whole family enjoyed hav- 
ing visitors at the farm, and 
I'm sure the feeling was mutual 
on the part of the visitors.

Because fruit industries 
have had to contend with a 
greater diversity of pests than 
most other food of fiber indust- 
ries, new control systems in 
agriculture have often been acc- 
epted first by fruit growers. 

One example is controlled at- 
mosphere storage, commonly 
called C.A. storage, which has 
proved to be an efficient con- 
trol for life stages of such pests 
as scale and apple maggot. 
This has enabled export of aff- 
ected fruit to continue and so 
sustain the economy of fruit 
growing areas. Another example 
is low volume spraying, also 
efficient, and less costly, so its 
acceptance in the fruit 
industry increases annually. 
The newest and most prom- 
ising control system for orchard 
pests is "sex", in the form of 
synthetic female insect pest 
scents known as pheromones. 
These scents, hundreds of times 
more attractive to male in- 
sects than food baits, literally 
annihilate male populations of 
such pests as the red-banded 


Teafroller and the codling moth. 
The system works by pher- 
omone attraction of males toa 
trap where their biological use- 
fulness ends. Because the males 
emerge first in the spring, 
often 3 to 5 days before the 
females, they can be trapped in 
large enough numbers to reduce 
greatly the females’ chances 
of mating and so laying fertil- 
ized eggs. Through this simple 
control procedure, economic 
levels of major pests can be 
kept down and fruit losses min- 
imized '* is already in lim- 
ited commercial usage. 


Many requirements for use 
ot these phenomenons in Ont- 
ario orchards have been work- 
ed out, but it is a much more 
involved system than chemical 
control, and degrees of super- 
vision on usage of such syst~ 
ems will be needed in the fut- 
ure.

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Men trapped in broken ice

Allison tried a different 
route across the ice, carrying 
a ladder which they carried 
to the edge of the semi-solid 
ice, but still they were not 
close enough to rescue the 
two ice-bound men. 

In the meantime, Art 
Pfefferle had borrowed a 
motor from Dawson's Marina, 
which he put on the boat 
secured eorlier by Chief 
Beatty, and set out from Ross 
Maracle's dock on the Bay- 
shore Road. 

Rescue was effected a- 
bout six p.m., much to the 
relief of the victims and the 
spectators.

ARDA ASSISTANCE FOR 
QUINTE DISTRICT VEGETA- 
BLE PROCESSING PLANT 

The vegetable industry in 
the Quinte district of Ontario 
will receive a substantial 
boost, with the approval of a 
$225 ,000 ARDA grant to assist 
in the establishment of a half 
million dollar vegetable proc- 
essing plant on an approved site 
near Trenton. 

Announcement of this 
grant was made simultaneously 
by Hon. Wm. A. Stewart, 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Food for Ontario, and Hon. 
Jean Marchend, Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion 
for Conada. The two levels 
of government will share eq- 
ually the cost of this ARDA, 
grant under the terms of Port 
V of the Federal-Provincial 
Rural Development Agreement, 
signed in 1970 and effective 
until 1975. 

The production of veget= 
able crops (peas, beans, corn, 
carrots, squash and pumpkins), 
has been an important source 
of income to farm families in 
the Quinte district. Over the 
past 10 years there has been 
a steady decline in marketings 
of these croos for cannina pur- 


for 


poses, but the demand for 
frozen foods is increasing. 
Local producers petitioned 
ARDA to provide financial 
assistance to establish a pro- 
ducer-owned processing plant 
on a site that has adequate 
water supplies, and sewage 
disposal possibilities. It is 
expected this new facility wil! 
provide a market outlet in 
1972 for 14 million pounds of 
corn and 3 million pounds of 
peas with an on-farm value 
of more than $370,000. Init-

OJIBWAY TRAPPER GIVES VIEWS 


Indian trappers have been 
slow to become involved in the 
Ontario Trappers’ Association. 

Over the years, Indians 
have attended the OTA con- 
vention in North Bay. 

But they came most often 
as observers, saying little. 

Monday night, a young 
Ojibway trapper overcame his 
hesitancy. 

Speaking to an assembly 
of more than 300 at the windup 
banquet at the Empire Hotel, 
Gary Potts, of Bear Island, 
shook visibly. 

He took the opportunity 
to speak as he accepted a 
second place award for no 
time-limit beaver handling 
competition. 

After he spoke he left the 
banquet and broke down briefly. 
It was just nerves and fear, he 


said. This is what he told the 
trappers: 

"Lam glod to attend the 
convention. | have learned 


many things and met many int- 
eresting people. 

"| would like to say some- 
thing for the native people, 
being a native myself. These 
are my views. 

"Like all associations for 
working people, the OTA is a 
great thing and it will become 
even greater with the partic- 
ipation of the native people. 

"The majority of white 
trappers that | have spoken to 
have made me feel welcome 
here. 

"It took me years to develop 
the courage to speak to people. 
You have to take into consid- 
eration that we, the native 
people, have been told that 
our way of life is wrong ever 
since the white man first came 
to our country and we being 
people that basically want to 
get along with people, allowed 
ourselves to be led this Way, 
not realizing what the end re- 
sult would be. 

"Because of this we are in 
great danger of losing our lang- 
vage ond heritage. 

"In my opinion, the Can- 
adian people will lose a great 
deal of knowledge and under- 
stonding if the present govern- 
ment policy of complete inte- 


gration into white society is 
followed. 


"The result will be the loss 
of what can be described os a 
complete Canadian culture 


forever. If the white people 
wont the native people to 
take an active role in the 
Canadian nation, we can only 
give true representation when 
the government recognizes our 
heritage, and when this happens, 
the government will see that 
proud natives can and will con- 
tribute a great deal to the 
Canadian nation. 

"We want to work with 
you — not against you. 

"When this comes to pass 
and | am sure that it will, 
the Canadian nation will have 
one of the strongest societies 
in the world. " 

As he walked from the 
microphone the entire room 
rose in applause.

And why, if it 
comes to that, couldn't some 
way have been found of saving 
the food? There are many 
people on the “outside” who 
could use foods like that. 

If the regulations really 
put the Millhaven prison in a 
ridiculous spot like that it is 
time those regulations were

One sign of Spring is 
sap running in the maple 


There is a legend that 
maple sap was discovered 
when an Indian threw his tom-

ahawk against a maple tree. 
Sweet water (sap) dripped 
out forming a puddle. An 
Indian maiden, on her way 
to get water, dipped up the 
sweet water. The venison 


cooked in it, tasted very good. 


Indians gathered the sap and 
heated it with rocks to make 
sugar. This was food from 
the trees. Maple sugar was 
the common source of sugar 
until sugar-cane became 
cheaper to buy. 

On March 28th our 
Grede 4 pupils from Deser- 
onto visited Mr. Irvin's sugar 


bush at Fuller. We went by 
bus. 

Good sap weather is when 
the days are warm and the 
nights are freezing. 

Four hundred and fifty 
trees had been tapped. A 
hole is bored carefully so as 
not to split the bark and a 
metal pipe called a spile is 
put in for the sap to drain 
through. 

To prevent bacteria 
forming a tablet called para- 
formaldehyde is put in before 
the spile. 

Three gentlemen were 
there to take us through the 
woods and show us the evop~ 
orator, (the way if runs). 
Their names were, Mr. W. 
Brooks, Outdoor Education 
Suoervisor, Mr. J. Wuite of 
the Moira River Conservation 
Authority and Mr. B. Frink - 
a guide. 

Mr. Wuite explained the 
use of the evaporator. The 
sap ran through three differ- 
ent channels. It boiled all

the time. Bacteria rose up in 
foam and was skimmed off. 

As it comes to the second ch- 
annel there is less foam. Then 
at the third channel there is no 
foam. After that the sap runs 
into a tub-like thing where 

it continues to boil. The 
boiling point is 219° exactly. 
To make maple sugar the syrup 
is heated to 230°. The sap 

is kept moving rapidly, while 
it is heating in the evaporator, 
to prevent burning. Almost 
immediately it is filtered and 
canned for sale. All the 
while steam rises upward thr- 
ough the roof. This is the 
water vapour. 

Sap flows in all trees. 
The black maple and the sugar 
maple have the tastiest sugar- 
sap or syrup. It is contained 
in the trees during all of the 
seasons. At the end of the 
"growing season" it retreats 
to the roots until the sunshine 
of Spring causes it to rise. 

To get the pails with the 
sap 3 men take a tractor ar~ 
ound with a large tank-bucket 
on the sleigh. One man drives 
and the other two collect the 
sap ond empty it into the tank. 
Then it is piped into a holding 
tank. 

As we left the bush we 
were each given a taste of 
tytup in a paper cup. It 
tekes such a lot of work to 
make syrup since 40 gallons of 
sap boils down to make one 
gallon of syrup.

Plants to be grown from 
seeds must be ordered now 
and sown immediately. If you 
are not planning to raise your 
own plants, an advance order 
now at your local nursery 
will ensure the availability 
of your choice later. 

Many plants will meet 
the colour, shape and location 
requirements of your window 
box. 

The selection of plants 
that harmonize among them- 
selves and with the colour of 
your home is the first step in 
producing a good window box 
display.

Heavy 
soils become soggy and are 
easily compacted; sandy soils 
dry out quickly and generally 
contain few plant nutrients. 

To overcome this, make 
Up a compost of one part loamy 
garden soil with one part 
Peat moss and one part builder's 
sand. If your soil is sandy | 
you should include two parts 
of soil to one of sand. To 
each bushel of either mixture 
add a level tablespoonful of 
a complete fertilizer, such as 
6-9-6. 

Before putting in the soil 
| mixture, place a two-inch layer

of broken bricks, crocks, or 
stones in the bottom for drainage. 
On top of this add some partly 

decayed leaves, straw or coarse 
peat moss, and then fill the box 
to within two inches of the top 

with the soil mixture. 

A box 10 inches wide may 
have up to three rows of plants: 
tall kinds 12 to 15 inches high 
at the back, medium ones not 


over 8 to 12 inches high for the 
middle, and in the front, over- 
hanging or trailign plants such 


lobelias, which will help to con- 
ceal the box itself. 

You must also take into 
consideration the colour of your 
home. A white house, for in- 
stance, will be enhanced by the 
bright blue of ageratum and lo- 
belia, the yellow and orange of 
dwarf marigolds, with white

Indian tribes are different 


With poems written by 
children on northern Indian 
reserves, Trent University Pro- 
fessor Walter Currie showed pub- 
lic school teachers the feelings 
of Indian children towards our 
white society and the big cities, 
at o workshop at Kente School,

Indian, is chairman of the dep- 
artment of native studies at the

education, and was specially 


assigned to look into Indian 
education throughout Ontario. 
During his talk to public 
school teachers from several 
Quinte area counties, Mr. 
Currie pointed out the differ- 
ence between Indian tribes 
just as there is a difference 
between a French and o Ger- 
man European. He also told 
of the dislike by Indians to be 
referred to as "you Indians." 
Mr. Currie went on to 
say “I hope you aren't only 
teaching that Champlain went 
up the Ottawa river in 1613. 
What type of man was he? 
What were his motivations? ” 
With several school text 
books he read how the Indians 
were referred to and what 
their contributions were. One 
text book summed up Indian 
contributions in one paragraph. 
Professor Currie feels more 
resource material should be 
made available to study about 
the native Indians of this 
area. Although a kit was 
available on the Blackfoot 
Indians of Alberta this kit was 
"a waste of money" because 
of the difference in livelihoods 
of the Blackfoot tribe of Al- 
berta and the tribes native to 
Ontario. 
He felt that the attitude 
is if you teach about one 
tribe of Indians you have fovaht.

Building Site or Beauty Spot ? 


In a public opinion survey 
taken by Scanner “radar" on 
Monday and Tuesday, ten res- 
idents - including businessmen, 
pensioners, councillors, mo- 
thers’, one child, one former 
councillor - were asked their 
views on the current proposal 
to build a medical centre on 
the Town Park. 

As reported in a recent 
Scanner, the Deseronto Lions 
Club has approached Town 
Council, requesting permission 
to buy, ata nominal cost, a 
building lot on the north-east 
corner of the Park, for the 
purpose of erecting a medical 
centre for the town. Although 
the Lions purchased a lot in 
1971 at the east end of Main 
Street, for this purpose, they 
have run into difficulty in 
getting this lot re-zoned from 
residential to commercial. 


Hence another building site is 
being sought, and Lions feel 
that the central town site is 
the preferred one. 

Council has deferred a 
decision on the Lions request 
to use the Town Park site, 
while waiting to hear from Pro- 
vincial government authorities 
regarding impediments in pur- 
suing this line of action. 

According to Sam Knapp, 
Clerk-Treasurer, the Town 
Park has only been used as 
such since 1922. Previous to 
this, it was a market square, 
and although the town owns the 
property, the area now used 
was never specifically ordained 
according to a town by-law 
as a Park - it was a consolid- 
ation of school and bank prop- 
erties. (The fire hall on the 
western side was formerly a 
school and the municipal build- 


ing was formerly the Bank of 
Montreal). 

But to the issue at hand - 
how do residents of Deseronto 


feel about having their open 
central town site used as a 
building site for a medical 
centre? 

Former councillor Dorothy 
McCullough retorted with an 
emphatic "No", when quest~ 
joned. “If we put something 
there," she said, "we will 
have killed the pork. People 
will park their cars on the 
lown, and we'd have nothing 
but a glorified mess of a pork- 
ing lot," she said. She did 
feel, however, that the park 
needs better maintenance, and 
some planting of flowers and 
shrubs. 

As for a spot for the med- 
ical centre, she suggested the 
site on the other side of Edmon 
Street where the present ut- 
ilities office and an old house 
now stand, or, as an alternative, 


the site of the old railway 
station on West Main Street. 

Another former councillor, 
Del Wannamoker, feels that 
the Park site would be a good 
one for the Medical centre. 
"What good is it as a pork?" 
he asked. "Hardly anybody 
uses it, and it's a mess most 
of the time." 

James McVicker, present 
councillor, is definitely opp- 
osed to the idea. "I hate to 
lose the last bit of space in the 
centre of town", he said. 

"It enhances the appearance 
of the town hall more than 
another building would." He 
feels there should be a public 
referendum on the issue, but 
not until the next general 
election. Otherwise it would 
be too costly. 

Councillor McVicker 
suggested thot, as an alternative, 
the rear end of the post office 
building could be used as a

GOVERNMENT HELPS FARMERS LOSE MORE 


Distilleries are receiving 
an increase in profits equival- 
ent to $3.00 for every bushel 
of corn they use, while Ontario 
corn growers are receiving less 
than their cost of production. 

The recent increase in the 
price of spirits announced in 
the provincial budget by the 
Hon. Darcy McKeough is turn= 
ing out to be a windfall for 
Canadian distilleries. This 
price increase will raise 8 mill- 
ion dollars for the provincial 


government, 0.7 million dollars 
for the federal government and 
6 million dollars for the dis- 
tilling industry. 

Blake Sanford, Co-ordinat 
for Region 3 (Ontario) of the 
National Farmers’ Union, said 
Wednesday at a meeting of 
Local 340 at Horriston, that 
this 6 million dollars in profit 
will be heaped on top of the 
profits already enjoyed by the 
distilleries, while corn prod- 
ucers are forced to sell corn 


below their cost of production. 
Forty percent of the increase 

is going to the distilleries or 
approximately 10 cents per 
bottle (26 ozs.) Estimating 
that the distilleries extract 30 
bottles of liquor from a bushel 
of corn, this represents on in- 
crease to the distillery of $3.00 
(over and above previous profits) 
for every bushel of corn used, 
or $240.00 per acre of corn 
yielding 80 bushels per acre. 
The corn grower at present is 


receiving gross returns of $1.10 
per bushel or $88.00 for the 
same 80 bushels of corn. 

Mr. Sanford said that sim- 
ilar increases in returns were 
also granted to the breweries 
and wine manufacturers. Many 
people in Ontario were of the 
opinion when price changes 
were announced for alcoholic 
beverages in the Ontario bud- 
get that the increases were all 
taxes but are now finding out
